The trlumphal return of M. Caillaux to public life is tho moat 
remarkablo recent political ovent In France, considering that the 
defeated. ex-premicr, who waa recently amnestied, has been the best 
hated man in France. The explanation probably is France’s present 
need.of s man reputed to be her ablest financier, with ‘fuctuation: 
‘of the franc again causing disquict. Though M. Caillaux’s speech 
to supportors of the Left Bloc gave no hint of his fyture plans, soveral 
newspapers predict that M. Caillaux will return to power before the 
yenr is ended. Newspapers of the Right faction frontically declare 
that Mf. Calllunx is offering himsclf as dictator of the Left—Reuter. 


POLITICAL AND INDUSTRIAL LEVIES. 
London, February 21. 


A private members’ Bill, which was subjected to a storm of 
Labour und Liberal donunclation in advance, passed its first reading 
in the House of Commons. The object ia the sepnrating of polltical 


and industrial funds of trade unions and iMegalising political [- 


levies without the specific agreement of members, instead of the 
present system which meroly gives members the right to contract 
‘out. The Bil rigidly forbids ‘the application of ordinary funds 
that. political contributions 
are ‘collectable quarterly, half yearly or annually, The mensure

Yot 
tho insonsate folly’ continues, 
and thero seoms small prospoct of 
a change for-tho bottor. 


The Rent Question, 


Public intorost will this weok 
bocentrod in tha rent quostion, for 
the mattor fa to come beforo tha 
Legislative Council on Thursday, 
although thore fs no likelihood of 
tho issuo then being dofinitely 
docided, If, as is suggested, tho 
question of tho voutinuanco of 
tho protoctive Ordinanca {xs to bo 
roforrad to a committeo of tho 
Council, wo trust that most 
sorious consideration will bogivon 
to all aspects of the problom ‘and 
that no hasty decision be reached. 
Thoro is still. good doal of timo 
in which to consult all tho inter- 
osta affocted.
